WITHOUT JEWS! (YUDEN REIN) 

Unfortunately, we‘ still cannot say this for our entire 
country; but we can feel and taste with great satisfaction, at 
least in the Maramoros region and its neighboring towns, how good 
it feels. 

Only now can we see under what infernal circumstances 
we lived until no?/. While living among Jews our lives were 
reduced to a bitter miserable existence. In the past, we passively 
submitted ourselves to a way of life that was overflowing with 
Jews. They strangled our freedom, they cramped our space and 
comfort. The Jews looked upon us as second-class citizens. In 
fact, they really forced us into that status. 

Now that the big liberation became a reality, at last, 
we can take a deep breath. We can look around in all directions 
and not have to set our eyes on a Jew. We can truly say that we 
feel very happy and good about it. Our walking in the streets 
is a pleasure now. We don't have to step aside when we see the 
bucherem (Jewish boys) with the payes (side curls) and hear their 
so-called intellectual vociferous gibberish. 

We no longer have to look at the made-up faces of Jewish 
girls. Their gesticulating hands, as if they were conducting 
an orchestra or playing the piano in raid air. What a carnivalian 
spectacle! parading on our streets and sidewalks all day Saturday 
and every evening. 

When we passed by a Jewish dwelling, our nostrils were 
attacked with a stench that can only emanate from a Jew. What 
repulsion we felt looking at their hunch backs and beady eyes. 

Such degenerates! 

Such a collection begins with the birth of their misfitted 
children that you can only see in the East or in the Polish 
ghettoes. 
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Let us not waste time dwelling on the past. Instead, 
let's be happy about reorganizing a Jewish- free Magyar country. 

We will no longer suffer the perils they imposed on us 
with their radical operations, their secret propaganda and masterful 
sabotage. We awoke at last, to rid ourselves of the Jews in a 
quick and efficient v/ay. 

Bishop Prohaszka tried to warn us 50 years ago of the 
necessity to eliminate the Jews, but his voice fell on deaf 
Magyar ears at the time. But not this time. The Magyar cannot 
and will not listen to a sentimental heart any longer. If that 
were the case, then a mother would never let her ill dying child 
be operated upon. 

If there are any doubtful Aladars among us, let them think 
about the Jews who colaborate with the British and the American 
gangsters. How they bomb our hospitals, our homes and maime our 
children. It is our duty to save and free ourselves of the Jev/s. 

If there is a Magyar Aladar among us who feels, guilt and remorse, 
let us snuff out his breath and let him take his place with the 
rest of the Jev/s. 

We hope, No! we believe that in the hundreds of years 
to come, no Christian minister will ever have to baptize a child 
with the name of Aladar but neither with the name of Jacob.

My sweet dear children Rosie and Luci, 

I felt indescribable joy that you finally arrived in Sweden. 
I sent an affidavit and several other necessary documents to 
the chief of Belsen Bergen Military Government on July 13th, 

1945 to the following address: 

Mr. G. K. Grosthwaiter 
Welfare Officer B.R.C.S. 

Military Government Liberation Army 
c/o G.P.O. London, England 

They will forward the papers to you, and you in turn will 
have to bring them to the American consul in Sweden. They 
told me to inform you that as of now you are displaced persons 
without a country, " Statenlose . tf In other words, please do 
not go back home to a country which expelled all the Jews and 
murdered our whole family. ' You cannot return to a country 
where the stench of death pollutes the air forever. Stay in 
one place and you will receive international passports. 

So my sweet children, I sent you express fifty dollars 
and also a telegram. Please get advice there whether I 
should send (anew) once again, the affidavit, etc. directly 
to the consul or in your hands. 

If it*s the latter, bring everything immediately in 
person to the American consul. In that way, it can be ex- 
pedited without delay. You sire intelligent children, and 
you will get the correct information about obtaining the visas 
the fastest way. 

Oh! my precious children, I will do everything within 
my power with G-d ! s help to get you to me in the U.S.A. as 
soon as possible. Try to find a rabbi there, and tell him 
you are a rabbi* s daughters; perhaps he could give you some 
solace. 
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Please write every third day by air mail. Write to 
me the address of the nearest American consul. I want to 
have it available in case I have to inquire about future 
documents for you. 

From home unfortunately I didn’t hear anyting. There 
aren’t any Jews in the entire state of Maramures, except in 
Sighet some twelve hundred unfortunate souls returned. 

So my sweet children, intelligently you have to pursue 
to achieve this goal now to be near your father. There is 
no one else left in our family to go back home to. Therefore 
stay in one place and soon we will he here together in the 
U.S.A. I kiss you innumerable times.

Dear sweet Rosika and Lucika, 

I'm sending you my third letter. This is a tremendous 
consolation to me that the good Lord granted me this gift to 
have you to write to. I have v/ritten to Rournania but there is 
no one left alive to answer, so you two are my only hope for 

life. I have thought that I lost you all, and with that I 

almost lost my will to live. You two rekindled within me the 
life force, and with G-d's help I can once again be your father 
and rescue you from that monstrous darkness. 

I mentioned in my last letter that I'm sending again 
all the necessary documents to the American consulate. Please 
go to all the places that will be able to assist you. Implore 
them to help you expedite your coming here. Most of all, go 
in person to the American consul. Don't be afraid to cry or beg 
for him to eliminate all red tape and unnecessary delays. Ask 
him to please give you the visa quickly so you can come to your 

father because you have no one else to go back home to. Did 

you receive the 550? Please write if you need more and I'll 
send it to you. I don't want you to be a burden on anybody. 

Oh! my precious loving sweet children, how I would love 
to embrace and kiss you. Write to me about your health. I'm 
concerned because the New York press stated that only the sick 
were taken to Sweden by the Red Cross. Please write to me in 
detail about the rest of my children, your brothers and sisters, 
David, Sara, Esther, Fishel, and Meyer. When was the last 
time you saw them? Please take good care of yourselves. 

Think and plan intelligently as far as speaking to officials 
in regard to coming here. 

Oh my precious children, how good it would be if I 
could fly to you.

My precious sweet children, Rosie and Luci, now after 
the Kinat I f m writing to you my 4th letter. Hope you received 
the 350 and the package. I have finished all the preparations 
for a new affidavit. Tomorrow I will mail it either to Malmo 
or Stockholm to the American consulate. I will telegraph you 
so you will know where. Please get advice from Jewish organ- 
izations in Sweden and ask them to help you and go with you to 
the consulate. Consequently send me a telegram regarding the 
ship tickets for your voyage to the U.S.A. Eight days after 
receipt of this letter, you should investigate at the consulate 
to make sure they received the affidavits. Beg the consul, 
he should have pity and compassion to give you the visas with- 
out delay so you can come to your father to the States. You 
have no place else to go, you are displaced. 

My dear sweet children, at the Kinat readings I took 
out your letters to read them again and again, but my prayer 
book and your letters are getting wet and soaked from my 
tears. You are begging me to please help you. All I can say 
is that I cannot sleep or eat. My thoughts are constantly 
with you, my children, also my beloved Fanny, your mother. I 
pray I should be worthy to hear from her and the rest of my 
children. I'm very unnerved with anticipation. Please, both 
of you write separately. I don't recognize which one of you 
is doing the writing. I hope you are feeling better. You 
should not have fasted. You fasted enough; I'll do the fasting 
for you two. I'm not writing in Hungarian. I can't stand 
utilizing the language of barbarians that spilled our blood. 

Is this what the world considers civilization? Germany was 
supposed to be one of the most civilized and cultured nations. 
Is this what we are to expect of culture? They are the most 
brutal, cold-blooded murderers. Write to me often, when 
necessary even a night letter. I'm surprised you don't write 
anything about your cousin, Ratzi. She was also liberated 
at Belsen Bergen. 
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What about your brother David and his family? 'Where 
did you find out that they were all murdered, and what about 
my precious Sara and her family, your mother and Esther? In 
what place or city did they separate you? 

G-d should help all Jews to be free of bondage at last. 
Let me know whether you gained any weight. Send some photo- 
graphs to your loving father who is constantly praying for 
the survival of his children and for the Lord to make me 
worthy of being able to press my children to my aching heart. 

I embrace you and kiss you from the bottom of my 

heart.

My dear sweet children, Rosika and Lucika, 

I hope you are together again. Today I sent a letter 
to the chief rabbi of Stockholm, Dr. Ehrenpreis. I told him that 
since you are a rabbi* s children, he should give you spiritual 
and moral assistance. I urged him to write or go to the 
American consulate and try to speed up the processing of your 
visas to the U.S.A. Also, if he can help you get some light 
work to keep yourselves occupied. Do this only if you re- 
covered completely, physically. If not, rest a lot and take 
little walks, eat eggs, butter, milk, vegetables, fruits, and 
a little kosher meat. 

If some Jewish family invites you to their house, 
accept their invitation. Besides all this, go to Jewish 
Zionist organizations such as Misrachi, Agudath Israel, also 
some women* s organizations simply because you should be in 
good company. Also find out where there are orthodox Jews. 

I think Rabbi Jacobs of Stockholm is orthodox. But when you 
speak to Dr. Ehrenpreis, don*t mention to him that you are 
searching for orthodox religious rabbis. 

Once again I must caution you that under no circum- 
stances should you return to Roumania. You must also caution 
the rest of the children there not to go back home to the 
murderers; instead go to Palestine or, if they have relatives, 
to the U.S. Unfortunately, I didn*t hear anything from 
David or the others. 

Now my dear children, just today I received a letter 
from a Mr. Klein*s daughter (also a rabbi). She writes that 
the moral values are completely bankrupt in the camp lagers. 

I know that you two were brought up within a religious and 
moral atmosphere and G-d helped you survive. Therefore as a 
father, it's my duty and privilege to tell you not to forget 
your values. Be selective of the company you keep, and 
don't go out alone at night. Sweet children, don't take my 
teachings in a bad vein. I hope you can have empathy with

a father so helpless and far away. I give thanks to G-d that 
two precious daughters and two sons, Fishel and Meyer, were 
spared as a gift from G-d. Now my life has meaning again. 

Lucika my sweet, from you I ask that you write down 
in detail from the first day, if possible, with dates and 
places. There is a need to have witness to the truth. Till 
now I haven't received such a detailed letter from you. 

Every day you should write a little and then assemble all 
the writings and send it to me.

Sweet Rosika, 

Today I received your letter of July 18th in which you 
wrote that you received a letter from Lucika, and that there 
is nothing seriously wrong with her. What in Heaven* s name 
happened there? Did she become ill? Where is she? Is she 
in a hospital? Until now she was the one who would write all 
the letters to me. Now you are doing the writing and you 
don’t explain what happened to her or where she is presently, 
you only mentioned that after her quarantine you will be sent 
to Stockholm to a Roumanian camp. If such is the situation, 
make certain that the affidavits will be transferred from 
Malmo to the American consulate in Stockholm. I think this 
may be more favorable, since Stockholm is the capital of 
Sweden. 

I am very unnerved about Luci, and you my dear are not 
writing clearly why she is quarantined and where they sent 
her!

I received a telegram from my dear son, Meyer. He and 
Zalmen Leib*s son, Mordechai, returned home to Sighet.

Nobody 
else from our family came back. 

David didn’t come back either! He would have telegraphed 
me were he alive. 

I pray to G-d to receive shortly a letter from Luci 
and you together.
